DODGE CITY, KAN., Dee, 2flih, 1886 


EDS HEPDBLICAN:—I tmve read in your ex- 


cellent pnper letters from ill He rent parta ot 
the west, but none I believe from Southwest 
Kansas. Why a description of BO important 
a part of the country has been o • Itted, I 
can account for only that its advantages, un- 
til quite recently, we e not known to be cer- 
tain or permanent.

MALARIA AND FORESTS. 


The Catting Down of For«»t« Helpful to 


the Reclamation of Malarious Regions* 
Sometimes » twofold drainage of the 


upper, as well as the under, aspect of 
the soil may be practiced—that is, 
draining the subsoil and increasing the 
evaporation of the surface water. 
The 


cutting down ot forests in malarious 
countries has often proved an excellent 
means of amelioration; because, by re- 
moving every obstacle to the direct 
action of the sun's rays on the surface 
of the soil, its humidity during the warm 
season is sometimes entirely exhausted. 
In spite of universal experience of thia 
fact, a school originating with the great 
Koman physician, Lancisi, has sus- 
tained the contrary, counseling the 
maintenance and even the extension of 
forests in malarious countries. Lancisi 
was completely possessed with the 
"palustral prejudioe," and believed that 
the malaria generated in the Pomptine 
Marshes, and attacking such townships 
as Cisterna, was intercepted, if only 
S 


artially, by the fovesls between, and 
e therefore opposed the cutting down 


of the trees and recommended increased 
planting. He did not know that the 
malaria was already in the soil and 
covered by the forest in question. Some 
thirty years ago the Caetani family, to 
whom Cisterna belongs, cut down tha 
forest, and. twenty years thereafter Dr. 
Tomaiasi-Oudeli was able to show that 
IhB health of the neighborhood had 
greatly improved in consequence. A 
omuilssioii appointed by the Minister 


Agriculture invc.-tigated the whole 


ubject of the coexi^tcuce of woods with 
•nalariu, aud in its report issued in 1884 
bropletcly disproved the theory ot 
aucisi and couiirnied that of Dr. Toni- 


masi-Crudeli. 


Absorbent plants have boon suggested 
nd used as a means of drawing humid- 
;y from the soil, not without success in 
erlaiti countries really malarious. The 
irejudice that the malar;a is due to the 
iiitrescent decompositions of the soil 
as, in Italy, led to the choice of the 
Jucalynkt's (j-'oliu'tts as the tree best 
daptcd to combat the poison, the idea 
eing that the eucalyptus, which grows 
ery rapidly, dries" the humid oarth, 
mi at the s:ime time by tl:e aroma oi 
ts leaves destroys the so-called mias- 
uata.

licalyptus having succeeded in its al- 
ottcil task is yet known to Dr. -Tom- 
:iasi-Crudeli,'though he does not say 
lint its success is impossible.

i.itive Australia, where it flourishes 
much better than in Italy, they would 
lave known that there are eucalyptus 
crests in tho.sc latitudes where malaria 
s very prevalent, us hits been shown 
>y Prof. Liversidge, of the University 
if Sydney.—Popular Kcience Monthly.

The members of the firm, which as is 


well known has been engaged exclusively 
in the wholesale trade for a term of six- 
teen years, are John Ullrich and J. G. 
Cloyd, the latter having had an interest 
iu the house since 1880. The foregoing 
announcement indicates that Mr. Ullrich 
has decided to go out of active commer- 
cial life, and devote his time and atten- 
tion to his stock farm and other interests. 
Mr. Ullrich has been a leading merchant 
in Decatnr for a period of thirty years, 
dating from 1856, when there were but 
few dwellings here and fewer stores. 
When but eixteea years of age he came 
to America from the old country, a pen- 
niless German boy, enable to speak a 
word of English. He landed at New Or- 
leans, La, after a voyage of fifty-six days 
over the ocean in a sailing vessel, and be- 
ing determined to make a name and a 
fortune for himself in the new country, 
he found work en a steamboat plying be- 
tween New Orleans and Cinoinnati.which 
occupation be followed until be began to 
speak English intelligibly, when he locat- 
ed at Madison, Ind.. where be served in 
the capacity of a clerk in a grocery store. 
He first visited Deoatur in 1856, seven 
years after his arrival in America, and 
with a email turn ot money in.hu posses- 
sion he decided to locate here. In order 
to gain possession of what was then 
deemed a g od stand, he bought out 
Capt. W. J. Brown's stock of notions in 
an old frame building tbnt then stood on 
the lot where W. F. Busher & Oo.'s boot 
and shoe store is located, He put in a 
stock ot groceries and remained there 
one year, when he removed across the 
street into the room now occupied by 8. 
G. Hatch & Bro, There he remained un- 
til he put up the three-story Ullrich 
Block, on Merchant street, into which he 
moved in the fall o£ 1863. 
The business 


constantly increased with each passing 
year, and in order to handle the trade, 
Mr. Ullrich took Daniel H. Heilman in 
as a partner, the new firm at once engag- 
ing in the jobbing and wholesale trade iu 
connection with the retail department, 
Mr. Cloyd, at that time, being connected 
with tbe house as a salesman. 


The wholesale business having in- 


creased so largely under the shrewd di- 
rection of Mr, Ullrich, he conceived the 
idea of putting up a building to be used 
exclusively for the wholesale trade, and up 
went the block on Bast Main street in 
the year 1870. The success of Mr. Ull- 
rich in all hie undertakings is so well 
known to our people that it is not neces- 
sary to particularize. He has been an 
active and public spirited citizen all his 
busy life, and his energy and prosperity 
have kept pace with tbe steady growth 
and development of our flourishing city, 
He has built himself a splendidly ap- 
pointed home on Peoatur street, has built 
the business blocks already referred to, 
and also built the magnificent stone orna- 
mented block on the west side of the city 
park, at the corner of Water end Prairie 
streets—a building that is admired by 
home people and visitors alike, as one-of 
the chief blocks in Decatur. 


Having become the turner o! e fine 


atock farm of 1235 acres in Moultrie 
county, near Lovington, and having be- 
come interested in the breeding of fine 
draft horses and blooded cattle, Mr. Ull- 
rich in retiring from mercantile life will 
not be idle by any means. He is still a 
young man in feeling and is yet active as 
a man of 40, though he is past 50 years of 
age, It will seem odd to know that he ia 
no longer in tbe grocery trade, but while 
he will spend tbe remainder of his days 
looking after bis horses and cattle, and 
may take a trip to Europe for the first 
time since he left the land of his nativity, 
he will remain a citizen of Decatur, and 
as in the past will take an active interest 
in alt that pertains lo tbe interest ot the 
city and its further development.

THK NEW IJGHT IN A MONTH. 


This morning the poles on which to 


string the Electric Light wires arrived In 
Decatnr from Ft. Wayne, shipped by tb* 
Jenney company. It is predicted by » 
member of the gas committee that Deca- 
tur will have the electric light on or be- 
fore Feb. 1st, so that there may be bnl 
one more lighting ot tbe gas lamps. 
When tbe Jenney company bring their 
men here from Pekin and Peoria the 
towers and wires will go up with a rush. 
The plant will cost Decatur over $19,000, 
including services of an expert. We will 
have 8 towers 125 feet high with 5 lumpi 
at the top of eech; nlso 10 low lights that 
alone will illuminate 40 blocks. The 
Jenney light at Peoria is a big success. 
The Transcript of to-day says: 


It was a bold strike on the part ot the 


Peoria council to abolish the system of 
street lighting which had served our pur- 
pose for forty years, and inaugurate such 
a radical change as was the introduction 
of the electric light. But it was done;, 
and to merely say that the venture bus 
proved a success would be to "damn it' 
with faint praiee " It is more than a suc- 
cess. It is a grand surprise in the march: 
of science. 


The best effect of this light is one which 


tbe people had not duly considered. It 
is not the direct glare from the carbon, 
but that mellow, tempered light, reflected 
from the atmosphere, down into every 
nook and corner of the city. It is better 
than moonlight in this respect, because 
of its better diffusion.

Street Paving 


The much discussed subject of 


street paving is to be again consid- 
ered at the council meeting to night. 
It is not to be wondered at that 
there should be BO wide a diversity 
of opinion as to the beat route to the, 
depot, where so many different in 
terests are involved in the question, 
but to the mass of people it will 
make but little difference which 
route is selected, provided it be 
practical and furnish a good road- 
way for use in all kinds of weather. 
It should be borne in mind that if a 
beginning be once made it will not 
be long before there will be two 
or three more routes paved to the 
depot. 
What is of the utmost im- 


portance now is that a beginning be 
made at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


The route proposed by the peti- 


tion laid before the council on Mon- 
day evening—from the old square 
east on East Main to Water, thence 
north to Cerro Gordo, thence east to 
the dupot—presents a good many 
advantages that should not be lost 
sight of. It would accommodate 
more business houses than any route 
that could be named; it would afford 
a good solid roadway for the fire de- 
partment to reach the greater por- 
tion of the manufacturing establish- 
ments, and could be built with as 
little grading as any route that could 
be selected. 
Two street railways 


occupy portions of the route, and 
the amount of paving they would be 
compelled to do would diminish very 
matetially the cost to the property- 
owners and the city. It is a prac- 
tical route and the council should 
not pass it by without consideration.

The rate of wages in fore'gn lands is 


much smalfer than in our own. The 
Chairman of the Workingmeu's Assem- 
bly of the State of New York gives the 
following among the averages of week- 
ly wages in New York City, viz.: Brick- 
layers, $20; carpenters, §14; laborers, 
Sit: teegraph operators, $12. Ihe Sec- 
retary oJ the Westuru Industrial League 
quotes wages ia Chicago as higher—e. 
g., bricklayers, $24; carpenters, $16.50; 
laborers, $10.50. But Consul-General 
Merntt gives for London the following 
low fisrnves—viz.: bricklayers, $8.40; 
carpenters, §8; telegraph operators, $8; 
laborers, $4.87. Jn Berlin the average 
weekly wages are still lower—e. g., 
masons, $4.38; carpenters, $421; 
la- 


borers, $2.61. 


Wages in France are 
somewhat 


higher than in Germany. 
'The cus- 


tomary rates in Alsace are greater than 
in any other portion of the German Em- 
pire—e, g., in Strassburg, cairpenters 
receive !§4.7o per week and laborers 
$4.21. The lowest rates ia Germany 
are found in Silesia, the average week- 
ly wages of unskilled laborers being 
but $1.48, _while in Prussia they are 
$2.19, and in the Empire, as a whole, 
$2.40. 


Wages in Italy are still lower than in 


Germany. 
One .result is that large 


gangs of Italjan laborers are brouglit 
into Germany when railways or othor 
extensive works are to be constructed. 
The svstem of importation is so thor- 
oughly organized that a force of ten 
thousand can be set down at any point 
in South Germany on a week or ten 
days' notice. Contractors are in com- 
munication w'th local agents of differ- 
ent points who know the number of 
hands obtainable in their several local- 
ities, and everything is systematized as 
in a concentration and movement of 
troops. 


In Austria the wages of the sp'nners 


in the factory of Fottendorf average 
only $1.88 per week of seventy-two 
hours; th& women's average being but 
81.-;0, or less than t\yo cents an honr. 
The railway mechanics of Vienna, in- 
cluding 
the highest and 
best-paid 


classes of skilled laborers, receive an 
..average weekly *vage of but $5.44. 


In London, hinisenold wages, by the 


year, average as follows: Plain cooks, 
$97.33; housekeepers, $146.00; waitress- 
es and nursemaids, $82.73; barmaids, 
$97. o3; butlers, $195.00; 
coachmen, 


$170.32. In the British Government 
service, the higher positions are much 
better compensated than in our coun- 
try, but the lower far worse. Police- 
m'n and letter-carriers in London are 
paid from $300 to $375 a year, while in 
the larger cities in this country they re- 
ceive twice or three tiroes as much. 


In Southern China mechanics re- 


ceive from $4.50 to $8.00 a month; em- 
ployes in shops and stores, from $3.50 
to $4.50; cooks and housemaids em- 
ployed by foreigners, from $7.00 to 
jilO.OO; while servants and country 
land-laborers employed by natives are 
paid about $1.50 per month, with their 
food, which is worth as much more. — 
Rev, Norman Fox, in N. Y. Indeoen- 
rlenl. 


How Eugenie Lives.

Bathing in public schools is the latest 


pedagogic 
innovation 
in Germany, 


which has received the hearty approv- 
al of Dr. Koch, the 
Professor 
ol 


Hygiene in Berlin, and of Prince -Al- 
brecht, who thinks this procedure "has 
a groat future." 
The Burgomaster of 


Gottingen informs the Berlin Tageblatt 
that when bathing was lirst introduced 
in the public schools of that town, only 
a few of the pupils availed themselves 
of the privilege, whereas now live-hun- 
dred out of seven hundred gladly take 
part in it several times a week. The 
children are bathed in sections of six to 
nine, and as they immediately return to 
the 
school-room and resume 
their 


lessons, no risk of catching cold is ever 
incurred; while the refreshing influence 
of the bath shows itself in a greatet 
energy and eagerness to study. And 
in the homes of the poorer children, 
too, their new habits of cleanliness are 
already exercising a most benn'cial in- 
fluence. 


Linguistic Knowledge. 


A writer in the Ycssicha Zeitimg pub- 


lishes some interesting statistics con- 
cerning the knowledge of foreign

guages among German writers. Taking 
Kursclinur's "Lit.eratui--Kaleni.ler" as a 
basis, Ue finds that out of the 3,000 to 
4,000 names in that work, about 10G 
translate from the English, 93 from the 
French', 53 from the Italian, 22 from, the 
Spanish, 14 from the Swedish.

If Scientifically Considered a Kan'l HU- 


tory Can B« Written from Them. 


An Italian scientist, M. Mantegasza,,. 


has recently written a study on "the 
icience of wrinkles. He believes that m 
man's history can be written from hia 
wrinkles. Entering into a description 
of the different varieties and their 
meanings, he says that those across the 
forehead are found even in children 
who are rickety or idiots. 
Going in 


the sun with the face insufficiently cov- 
ered brings them on prematurely. But 
they are in every case normal at forty, 
or even earlier. Verticle wrinkles be- 
tween the eyes come quickly to men 
who study or who worry themselves. 
This can readily be imagined; the eye- 
brows contract naturally when in deep 
thought; grief or worry produces the 
same action, which, when repeated 
frequently, produces a fold in the skin, 
marking 
emotion 
undergone many 


times. One of the rules of the Jesuits 
was that the eyebrows were not to be 
contracted. This was excellent from a 
moral point of view, and it was also ex- 
cellent to prevent wrinkles 
between 


the eyes. 
Between 
these and the 


straight lines on the forehead already 
mentioned, come the arched wrinkles 
of the forehead, found above the roof 
of the nose. These often tell of long 
and cruel physical suffering, or oi stifl 
more painful mental torture. They arise 
from a great development of the verti- 
cal wrinkles and the resistance of the 
skin above. The crow's-feet mark the 
fortieth year. They are especially de- 
tested by ladies, says M. Mantesazza; 
and he forthwith relates an anecdote oi 
a lady who succeeded in keeping off the 
dreaded visitation long after it was due 
by the expedient of usiug springs 
to keep the skin stretched at night 
at the corners of the eyes. "These 
wrinkles are characterized by furrows 
which diverge from the external angles 
of the eye in all directions, like the 
claws of the bird from which they are 
named. The wrinkles of the nose are 
less frequent and less noticeable, and 
appear in old age. Those which de- 
scend from the nostrils down each side 
of the month (the rides naso labiates) 
arc perhaps thi> first to appear. 
The 


reason is simple. These furrows ara 
created in laughing or mastication; a 
simple smile is sufficient to produce 
them; so it is not surprising the repeti- 
t on of the commonest acts should soon 
be graven on the face. They are also 
hereditary. M. Mantegazza had them 
wlion he was twenty-two ^ears of age, 
and his children had them Iromflheir 
earliest jears 
The wrinkles of the 


cheeks and chin follow the oval of the 
face, and are caused by a dimmut on ol 
the latty substance under the fikin, 
which then fulls into folds 
The small- 


er WLinklcs which form a network in 
the lower part ot the cheeks near the 
ears have the same origin, and only ap- 
pear in old age 
Those found in the 


upper e old;,, and s omotimes in the 
lower, which give the eyes an air ol 
fatigue, are the results of hard living, 
griol or worry.— fJImotian Union.

How They Are Dptecteil by the Fair Em- 


ploy es of the Redemption DivlHlon. 
There is a very large amount of coun- 


terfeit paper alloat, and some of it finds 
its way l,o the Treasury, when it is dis- 
covered in the Redemption Division. It 
is liere that all the money sent m from 
outside sources is counted and exam- 
ined 
The counting and sorting arc 


done by Indies, and they are the moat 
expert in the country. They can tell a 
counterfeit instinctively, with eyes open 
or shut ,md thrre is not :i bank cashier 
in the United States, or even ainoug the 
large contingent now sojourning in 
Canada, who could compete with them 
in the matter of determining counter- 
feits. 
They can tell a spurious bill as 


far as they can see it, and the mere 
handling ot tbe paper is enough tor 
them to decide upon it^ genuineness. 
The silk paper upon which Treasury 
notes are printed can only be made by 
expensive machinery, and it is a felony 
to even manufacture the blank paper 
without due authority. Under the cir- 
cumstances all counterfeits are printed 
upon interior paper, which lends thia 
great facility in the matter of detection. 
A guide was once taking a partv of vis- 
itors through the Redemption Division, 
and was expatiating upon the expert- 
ness of the fair money handlers in this 
respect. 
He solemnly assured the party 


that one of the girls had detected a 
counterfeit in the middle of a pile of 
money six inches thick, by merely see-
